No. E-11017/5/84-Hmdi.—Government of India in the 
Department of Science and Technology have decided to im¬ 
plement a scheme of awarding cash prizes to the authors of 
original works m Hindi P the various scientific subjects ; 

1. Name of scheme ; 

This scheme will be called "Department of Science and 
Technology Award Scheme". 

2. Objectives; 

The scheme alms at encouraging writing of original works 
in Hindi in the four branches of science and technology, 
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viz. Engineering Sciences, Physical Sciences, Life Sciences 
and Chemicai Sciences. 

3. Value of the award: 

The following, prizes will be awarded for original works 
in Hindi: 

First Prize.Rs. 15,000 

Second Prize.Rs. 10,000 

Third Prize...Rs. 5,000 

These prizes will be awarded separately in all the four 
branches of science and technology viz. Engineering 
Sciences, Physical Sciences, Life Sciences and Chemical 
Sciences. 

4. This scheme will be run by the Department of Science 
and . Technology. 

5. The prizes will commence from 1987 and will be 
awarded during every Calender year. The Department of 
Science and Technology will invite applicauons for award 
of prizes from the authors through the publication of 
advertisements in leading Englishing and Hindi newspapers. 

6 . The authors will submit their application on the 
prescribed forms duly filled in, and send them to the ‘Joint 
Secretary (Admn.), Department of Science and Technology, 
(Ministry of Science and Technology). Technology Bhavan, 
New Mehrauli Road. New Delhi-110016’. They will also 
submit requisite number of their nianuscripts^published 
work alongwith their applications. 

7. EligiKlity for participation jn the prize scheme: 

(i) This scheme is open to Indian citizens only, except 
those employed in the Scientific Depaa-tments viz. DST, DOE, 
DOD, DOEN., DAE, DOS, ONES, DSIR and DBT. 

(ii) Both the published works and the manuscripts will 
be considered under this scheme, 

. (Hi) Text books, i.e. books prepared specifically for 

class-room instructions, and books intended for children 
will not be eligible for Competitions under this scheme. 

(iv) The authors of books entered for the competition 
will be entitled to copy-right of their books. 

(y) Entries submitted on earlier occasions for this com¬ 
petition will not be admissible. The authors will be sub¬ 
mitting copies or their published w'orks or legibly typed 
manuscripts thereof. Illegibly typed copies of the manu¬ 
scripts are likely to be rejected. 

(vi) This Department will have the sole right of selection 
of books for the award and formulation of rules govertung 
such selection. 

(yii) The original works will be required to have been 
published within the preceding three years, including the 
year of the award. 

(viii) Mamwcripts will be awarded under the competition 
scheme only if these are accompanied by a written under¬ 
taking from the author that in case his manuscript is selected 
for a prize, it will be published within six months of the 
declaration of the result. ■ The amount of prize in such cases 
will be given to the author after the publication of the manu¬ 
scripts. 

(ix) Books once awarded a prize under any other scheme 
run by the Government of India or a State Government or 
Administration of the Union Territory shall be ineligible for 
entry under this scheme. 

(x) Any author may submit not more than one entry in 
each category under the scheme. However, be will be entitled 
to award of prizes in the different subjects in the same year. 

8 . General terms and Conditions : 

(i) If there are more than one authors of any prize win¬ 
ning entry, the amount of award shall be distributed equally 
amongst the authors. 

(ii) If during any year, the evaluation committee do not 
find any published work mannscfipt suitable for the award, 
they can withhold the award at their discretion. 


(iii) No correspondence Will be ente.ained regarding the 
selection of books for awarding of prizes or th.; procedure 
regarding the selection of books for the award, 

(V) The prizes will be awarded ever\ calender year and 
if suitable books are not available for any calender year, no 
prizes will be a.v/arded during that year. 

9. Evaluation Committee : 

(i) There will be an Evaluation Committee to select the 
books/manuscripts for the award of prizes. 

(ii) The Evaluation Committee shall consist of five mem¬ 
bers including the chairman Additional members may be 
coopted, if epnsidered necessary. 

(iii) The Chairman and the members of the Evaluation 
Committee will be appointed by Secretary, Department of 
Science and Tedinology. The Chairman of the Evaluation 
Committee, where necessary may associate with the Com¬ 
mittee, exerts in the respective disciplines. The capacity of 
the experts so associated will only be advisory. 

(iv) Lf any member of the Evaluation Committee wishes 
to participate in the scheme, he will cease to be a mem¬ 
ber of the Evaluation Committee for that particular year. 
The decision taken by the Evaluation Committee shall be 
final and binding in all respects and no appeal thereof lie 
to any authority. 

(v) The term of the Committee will be for a period of 
three years from the date of its constitution. Honorarium as 
may be fixed shall be paid to each member including the 
Chairman of the Evaluation Committee for the work of 
evaluation undertaken by him. 

(vi) Non official members of the evaluation Committee 
will be entitled to TA/DA, as admissible under the rules. 

10. Other conditions : 

Original Hindi books will mean the following :— 

(i) Which have been written originally in Hindi by 
the competifor/author; 

(ii) which should not be a Hindi translation done by 
the competitor of any books or author written iE 
some other Language; 

(iii) which should not be a Hindi version-„of any books 
written in any other language by the competitor 
himself oi' by some professional translator; 

(iv) which should have not been written by the compe¬ 
titor in Hindi or in any other language in his 
official capacity or as a part of his official work; 

(v) which should not be a Hindi translation of any 
book translated either which by the competitor him¬ 
self or by some professional translator, which has 
been written by the author either in English or in 
any other Indian language in his official capacity 
or as a part of his official work; 

(vi) which should not be an exhaustive/abridged version 
or summary prepared by the author or by any 
other person which the author has got written/pub- 
lished in English or in any other language in his 
official capacity or as part of his official duties; 
and 

(vii) which should not be any book written under either 
any governmental contract or under anv other 
governmental scheme. 

11. The Departmental of Science and Technology will 
have the.right to modify this scheme.
